The reply filed on 1 1-26-08 is not fully responsive to the prior Office Action because of the following omission(s) or 
matter(s): Applicants' response does not reply to and/or address the rejection of claim 19 under 35 USC 102(b) over Matsumoto et 
al.(6,l 17,937){It should also be noted also that this claim now depends from a cancelled claim, and proper dependency and antecedent 
basis is lacking}. Also, applicants' reply to the rejection under 35 USC 103 over Haider et al. in view of Matsumoto et al. and EP- 
0,786,480 as it applies to the claims as they now stand lacks a response and/or address of the ranges of values set forth in claim 6. All 
of applicants' arguments are directed towards the assertion that all of the claims are limited to KOH values of 100-800 mg KOH/g. 
However, response lacks address of the rejection as it applies to claim 6 {It should also be noted that the placement of the language of 
claim 9 into claim 1 creates a conflict with the ranges of values set forth in claim 6 which is dependent from claim 1 }. Applicants 
might also note that the incorrect listing of the claims in the last p^agraph of page 8 of their response raises ambiguities concerning 
applicants' reply. See 37 CFR 1.111. Since the above-mentioned reply appears to be bona fide, applicant is given ONE (1) MONTH 
or THIRTY (30) DAYS from the mailing date of this notice, whichever is longer, within which to supply the omission or correction 
in order to avoid abandonment.
